BtJNCAN. 

Brother Henry Duncan was born in 
Greene county, Ohio, Jane 28. 1841, 
and departed this life Dee. 2, 1S8T, 
aged 48 years, 6 mo. and 8 days. He 
was a young man of excellent Charac- 
ter, and In bis early manhood served 
three years in the army In detente of 
his country. Returning home after 
the conquest of armed rebellion, he 
was united in marriage with Miss Mar- 
tha M. Shoup, whom he leaves with 
two eons to revere his good name, two 
daughters havlnglpreceded him to the 
unseen world. He with bis wife, 
united with the Brethren church in 
1868, and Bvetyears later he was chosen 
to the ministry.

Duncan then determined to help 
In the ministry as tnurii^aa the unfavor- 
able state of hie heulth would iiermit, 
but a short time after this his heart 
trouble culminated in dropsy, and after 
several months of painful mid patient 
suffering, he passed away.
